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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . Claims 1 -9 and 1 3-26 are allowed. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Line 3 of both claim 20 and claim 25, "each generator" has been changed to 
"each Gold code generator". 

Claim 22, last line, "received information" has been changed to "the received 
information". 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Fukasawa et 
al. relates to a spreading code generator generates a spreading code by modulo-two 
additional spreading codes; Ogawa et al. relates to a CDMA radio receiver comprising a 
plurality of shift stages of an M-series generator; and Hwang et al. relates to the 
transmission of a channel signal in a base station of a mobile communication system 
which scrambles a common channel signal using a primary scrambling code for 
identifying the base station. 

The prior art fails to show, teach, or suggest a receiver comprises load logic 
coupled to an input signal path of each of a plurality of PN code generators and adapted 
to receive chips from a communication medium and adapted to pre-load the plurality of 
PN code generators with information derived from the received chips and adapted to 
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operate the plurality of PN code generators substantially in parallel following pre-loading 
thereof and selection logic coupled to an output signal path of each of the plurality of PN 
code generators to select a correlated PN code generator from the plurality of PN code 
generators, as recited in claim 1 . 

The prior art also fails to show, teach, or suggest a receiver comprises a selector 
for selecting a correlated generator from a plurality of Gold code generators to use for 
decoding of received chips: a pre-loader coupled to the plurality of Gold code 
generators for pre-loading first and second shift registers in each generator prior to 
operating the plurality of Gold code generators; and feedback logic, responsive to the 
pre-loader and associated with each generator, to selectively couple an output of each 
generator to an input of said each generator, as recited in claim 9. 

The prior art fails to show, teach, or suggest a receiver comprises code 
synchronizer circuitry for operating a plurality of PN code generators substantially in 
parallel with one another to acquire a correct PN code sequence from received 
information, the correct PN code sequence determined by a best correlated PN code 
generator, wherein each PN code generator includes a first shift register having N 
stages, and a second shift register having N stages, wherein N is the number of shift 
register stages to hold a PN code sequence as a value, as recited in each of claims 17 
and 22.
